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1. On 25 May 54 we received from the BfV a request for information which may be trans- 
lated as follows: 

“KXB3CH3EB3ER is the cover name for a former Hungarian citizen, and later a state- 
less person named Dr. Karl NET, horn 9 Nov 06 in Baesszentivan, presently residing 
in Cologne. 



“ During a police interrogation, HET revealed that in 1940 he joined the German 
Vfaffan SS from Hungary. In 1944 he was the ecmaander of the 52nd SS Cavalry 
Regiment, Mrr ^ in December of the same year, received the command of tbs v 

SS -Combat Group •NET*. (P-6.) 

• »jfe further stated that on 7 Jun 46 he was sentenced to death by an American court 
in Salzburg, Austria, for allegedly having given an order to Bhoot a dawned Ameri- 
Ots, can pilot. On 5 Sep 46, his sentence was allegedly commuted to life at hard labor, 
and on 2 Apr 43, he was given a conditional pardon and released. (P-6. ) 

"According to NET, on 2 Apr 48, an American Lt. Colonel who was with an agency in 
t.Jtm requested that NET establish contact with the organization known as 'Eastern ^ 
Front Comrades 1 XCatfrontkasaradschaft), which NET had organized in 1943, and viy; 
which had soma ^ CQ,00b ) meafcers. NET was to establish intelligence contact with 
Hungary from Austria through the mentioned organization. (F -6. ) 



. , “The American agancy then allegedly gave him an Austrian identity document bearing 
^'^’’tha of Dr. Karl KIHSCBBKRGER, which French agencies later renewed. 

"Information as to the truth of the statements made by NET is kindly requested 
by the BfV." 



2. Should the above requested information be available and suitable for transmittal to 
the BfV, it ia requested that it be provided this office j otherwise, a negative 
reply is requested. 



3. The CIC liaison officer at OCA has suggested to its headquarters that it conduct an 
inquiry of IB Intelligence agencies in Austria. CSI has also been queried. 
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
